V E R Y man, woman and child in the country who is not 
committing a crime has a plan for crime control— this is 
the conclusion of the Department of Justice after going 
through its daily mail. 
And ev en the criminal dev elops ideas on the matte*- 
in those temporary periods of repentance brought 
on by confinement in a penitentiary . 
Quite a number of letters come to the Attor­ 
ney General that begin in this way : 


“ Leav enworth Prison. 


“ Dear Sir: 
“ I cot my lesson this time. 
You can’t win. 
When 1 get out of here this time I’m going 
straight. 
Meanwhile I’v e been thinking up a 
plan to help y ou wipe out crime in this country . 
I know a lot about crime. 
Here is my plan. 
The odd thing Is that, ten to one, the plan 
produced by the hardened criminal will be the 
same one sent in by -ome gentle old lady who 
liv es in the Back Bay . Boston. 
The old lady wants martial law declared foi 
a day , a week, a month, or longer, with a sus­ 
pension of all business but criminal catching 
until the roundup is complete.

H E fav orite idea of the v oluntary adv isers 
is for a sy stem of police registration and 
superv ision for the entire population that would 
make the efforts of the former Tsar’s cheka 
seem amateurish, 
“ O f course,” wrote one man, 
it would take 
a lot of people to carry out this sy stem. 
But 
if the unemploy ed were hired for the purpose 
both crime and unemploy ment would be elim­ 
inated.” 
The most elaborate plan offered is for a sift­ 
ing of the entire population into criminal and 
non-criminal classes, with a non-criminal drafted 
to superv ise ev ery mov ement of a criminal. 
In the last y ear much adv ice has been giv en 
the Attorney General on how he should handle 


kidnaping. 
It is surprising how many different people 
had this idea: 
“ A s soon as any body gets kidnaped y ou 
ought to arrest ev ery body in their families and 
take ov er all their wealth for the duration of 
the case. 
Then the family could not pay a 
ransom and kidnapers would become discour­ 
aged.” 
Possibly half the letters receiv ed from would- 
be criminologists deal with the handling of 
criminals after they are caught.

T should be of interest to real criminologists 
to know that the letters show almost no in­ 
terest in the possibilities of reforming prisoners. 
The writers are chiefly interested in torture by 
methods that would do credit to the law-and- 
ord-r enforcers of the Middle Ages. 


This may prov ide an ex planation for the 
prev alence of third-degree and prison-camp hor­ 
rors in the land. 
One man offered the Department of Justice 
his inv ention, a metal cell in which the prisoner 
could not mov e without receiv ing an electric 
shock. 
Sev eral people want all prisoners put to 
work on the building of piers and breakwaters 
along the seas. 
"This would be useful public 
employ ment; at the same time the workers 
would be punished because their hands and feet 
(Copy 


would become raw and bleeding from work in 
salt water.” 
A less constructiv e v ariation of this idea calls 
for a daily flogging if all criminals in custody , 
with a follow-up treatment of salt rubbed into 
the wounds produced by the lash.

The Register has. on all occasions, upheld 
th« American Legion in its effort to aid its 
members in obtaining their rights and it was 
most distinctly for the payment of 50 per cent 
of the bonus at the time that was paid.

have only been two times that we have seriously 
differed from the attitude which seemed to 
have been taken by rhe .American Legion.

one of those cases, as far as we can observe, 
the American Legion was violating paragraph 
two, article two of it* own Constitution, and

the action doe» not seem to have the approval 
of the American Legion itself. 
The common 
council of the county seemed to have had some 
misunderstanding. 
The first case was that in which the Ameri­ 
can Legion endeavored, by resolution, to place 
tht force of its institution politically behind 
the repeal of the 18th amendment. 
Whichever 
side in that controversy may be right, there 
wer* certainly thousands of member» of the 
Legion wTio. both by conviction and ex perience, 
believed in the 18th Amendment. 
And yet. contrary to this provision in their 
Constitution, that the American Legion shall 
be absolutely non-pohrical, these members were 
committed to a policy diametrically opposed, 
in many cases, to their religiou« and ethical be­ 
lief. 
In calling attention to this inconsistency, 
wa believe that while this helped the rejiealists 
in the nation, it hurt the Legion itself, and the 
leaders of the Legion recognized that that kind 
of attitude would hurt them, when they en­ 
deavored to prohibit it in the Constitution. 
The second case of difference waa when we 
objected to a resolution passed by the county 
council, after an assault upon a forum group 
made by one of the narrow-minded men above 
referred to. This resolution opposed the use of 
our public school buildings for certain speakers. 
And accompanying it was a protest that Nor­ 
man Thomas should be permitted to speak to 
the junior college assembly. 
We are glad to know that the leadership of 
the American Legion agree that this was a mis­ 
take. 
How 
could they come to any other1 
agreement ? The world w ar was fought, sup­ 
posedly, for the protection of democracy. 
The
